Ceasefire Demand 
Shaken; 'No Peaces 
In Suez War Zone

LONDON, Nov. 7. (Upj — Gunfire shook the ceasefire In the 
Middle East tonight.' 

Almost 24 hours after the fighting was due to halt, shots still 
ran through the streets of Port Said, northern entrance to the Suei 
Canal zone. 

' New fighting could explode at any moment. The attitude of Russia ^ 
caused concern in Anglo-French diplomatic quarters. ' . ; V 

A pooled dispatch from Port Said tonight said "There was no real 
peace" in the city. ' 

It said the shots of Egyptian snipers punctuated the tense evening 
air and there wore occasionnai bur.st3 of fire from big British tanks 
standing guard at street corners. 

Fires still burned, huge holes were ripped in buildings and the 
streets were pockmarked with rubble and flooded water from' burst 
mains. • 'Wik

AMERICANS TRAPPED 

.Thirty Americans still in the city sat out the fighting in tlie base- 
ment of the U. S. consulate. 

"We had the American flag out there large as life to make sure' ■ 
they knew who we were," one American said.
